Prosecutor Tommy Pope countered 
that Smith’s lie that a black carjacker 
abducted the boys kept investigators 
from finding the bodies sooner.

During their deliberations Saturday, 
jurors had asked to review other TV 
interviews by Smith — “where she 
was pleading for help,” the jury fore- 
man explained to the judge — which 
prosecutors had presented during the 
first phase of her trial.

As a 30-year-old mother and part- 
time chemistry instructor at BYU, 


Jennifer Nielson is anything but typi- 
cal. 

“The two most important things to 
me are chemistry and kids, and I have 
to balance both,” said Jennifer 
Nielson, a BYU alumna and graduate 
student of the University of California 
in San Diego.

Her husband, Daniel, will receive 
his doctorate soon in political science 
and is also teaching at BYU this sum- 
mer.

But Sarabyn and Chojnacki insisted Rodriguez did not give them a clear 
warning. Koresh, they said, frequently said the government was coming to get 
him. 

“We didn’t know if he meant in the physical sense or the metaphysical 
sénse,’* Chojnacki testified. 

The testimony at the halfway point of eight days of hearings essentially pitted 
line agents against their ATF superiors.

Construction of office building begins next spring’ |

Construction of the tallest office building between 
Salt Lake City and Las Vegas will begin next spring 
in downtown Provo, according to Kem Gardner,

Battle for line-item veto

After fighting last week in the 
House of Representatives to add the 
line-item veto to remaining House 
appropriations bills, Utah Rep. Bill 
Orton drew praise from the White 
House. 

The line-item veto amendment, 
which gives the president the authori- 
ty to cut specific spending measures 
within -bills, was delayed by 
Republicans until next year. Orton 
spent last Friday in front of the House 
Rules Committee to offer the amend- 
ment to the fiscal year 1996 
Commerce-Justice-State appropria- 
tions bill. 

“We should attach this amendment 
to each and every remaining spending 
bill,” Orton said. “Every bill we pass 
that is not subject to the line-item veto 
means that millions and potentially 
even billions of dollars of unneces- 
sary spending that won’t be cut.” 

Patrick Griffin, assistant to 
President Clinton and director for 
Legislative Affairs, sent a letter to 
Orton, praising his efforts on behalf 
of the White House. 

“This Congress has repeatedly 
promised, and failed, to send the pres- 
ident a free-standing line-item veto 
bill,” Griffin said. “You are to be con- 
gratulated for your ongoing efforts to 
provide the president with that much 
needed authority and build integrity in 
the federal budget process.” 

Orton quoted Speaker of the House 
Newt Gingrich as saying two weeks 
ago that “my sense is that we won’t 
get to (the line-item veto bill) this 
year.” 

“While Speaker Gingrich and

Majority Leader Dole may have given 
up, I have not,” Orton said. “We must 
put maximum pressure on both hous- 
es of Congress to come to agree- 
ment.” 

According to Orton press secretary 
Dave Lemmon, Orton has tried for the 
last several weeks to bring the line- 
item veto back for debate, but has not 
been successful until now. : 

Orton feels that one reason the 
House has not acted on the issue is 
the reluctance for a Republican-con- 
trolled House and Senate to give a 
Democratic President the line-item 
power. Others, he said, see it as an 
honest disagreement between the 
House and Senate. 

“Either way, it is my strong belief 


‘that there is no reason not to apply 


line-item veto to individual spending 
bills this year,” Orton said. 


Hatch hopes for another reform vote

Regulatory reform, one of the 
GOP’s leading issues that would lift 
governmental restrictions on busi- 
nesses, saw another cloture defeat in 
the Senate on Thursday. 

The third cloture vote, which would 
have ended debate on the bill and 
moved it toward a final vote, was 
defeated 58-40. The number of votes 
necessary to end debate on such a bill 
is 60. 

The regulatory reform bill was writ- 
ten by Utah Sen. Orrin Hatch, along 
with Senate Majority Leader Bob 
Dole and Louisiana Democrat 
Bennett Johnston. The bill would 
remove many federal restrictions on 
businesses and restrict agencies, mak- 
ing it easier for businesses to chal- 
lenge governmental rules in court. 


“The senator 1s disappointed, of 


course,” said Hatch’s press secretary, 
Paul Smith. “He thought the bill 


would bring us where the 20th, almost 
21st century should bring us.” 


The defeat now leaves the question — 


of whether the bill is dead. 

“Tt is and it isn’t,” Smith said. “It 
may surface again. It’s up to Mr. 
Dole, but now they have other fish to 
fit 

Dole could use the issue in next 
year’s presidential campaign, or force 
another vote. Just last week, 
Republicans won five of the required 
seven votes, so another attempt might 
occur if the GOP can get two votes. 

Hatch said the bill would trim use- 
less regulations and “shift power back 
from Washington to the grass roots of 
the people. It will transform bureau- 
cracy into democracy.” 

Johnston’s press secretary, Scott 
Trahan, said Johnston is the “techni- 
cian” of the bill and said the 
Louisiana senator will continue to 
push for the passage of the reform. 

Smith said Hatch also hopes to have 
another vote and passage soon.

rY research team 
receives $80,000 
for gene research

The state of Utah awarded an 
1$80,000 grant to pursue genetic 
research to three BYU professors. 

| Although BYU has claimed three 
Hother state-funded Centers of 
Excellence Grants in engineering, 
technology and chemistry, this is the 
first biology-related Centers of 
Excellence Grant the University has 
‘received. 

“It’s overwhelming. We’re really 
pleased with the cooperation we’ve 
had with the Department of 
Commercial and Economic 
Development,” said Robert ‘Park, a 
professor of animal science who is a 
principal investigator. 

The professors are using genetic 
mapping to pinpoint economically 
important traits in cows and pigs. 
They have focused their research on 
developing a gene that will produce 
low back fat in animals. 

“Our.greatest success has been in 
pigs,” Park said. “People don’t want 
as.much fat in their meat, and we’ve 
already identified five genetic markers 
for low: back fat in pigs.” 

It took 1 1/2 years of efforts before 
the BYU proposal for the grant was 
honored. The professors had to meet 
requirements that are “very stringent,” 
Park said. 


“We had to show the work will have . 


commercial aspect utilized in the state 
of Utah and will help Utah’s econo- 
my,” said Richard Thwaits, another 
BYU animal science professor help- 
ing with the project. 

Thwaits said the research will bene- 
fit consumers. “It will provide a better 
product at a cheaper price,” he said. 

“It’s good for people raising pigs 
and cows,” he said. “It gives them'a 
better indication of what traits they 
want to select. So it reduces the cost 
of selecting breeding stock.” 

This research is especially advanta- 
geous for Utah, Park explained, 
because of the large swine and dairy 
industries that function here. 

“It will increase the rate of produc- 
tion in Utah, the country and interna- 
tionally. It has tremendous economic 
potential,” Park said. 

W. Ralph Anderson, a professor of 
botany: and range science, also helps 
with the project. “We’re genetic map- 
pers. We determine markers located 
next to good traits, and then we pass 
the information on to the next set of 
experts,” he said. 

Park said the genetic information 
can benefit other animals as well. The 
researchers are concentrating on pigs 
and cows initially, but will later apply 
their research to other animals like 
turkeys, domestic animals and fish. 

“Once we show the success, we can 
look at other techniques,” Thwaits 
said. They also want to pursue dis- 
ease-resistant genes. 

The grant is on a year-to-year 
renewal, and over the next five years, 
the professors could receive addition- 
al funding. Thwaits anticipates 
acquiring $100,000 next year. 

“We could always use more, 
because the amount of research is 
dependent upon the amount of 
money,” Thwaits said. 

The research is conducted full-time 
and at least 12 hours a‘ day: Thwaits 
said teams work in 4-hour shifts every 
day from 8 a.m. to noon, noon to 4 
p.m. and 4 p.m. to 8 p:m. 

“We expect success. We’ve got a 
pretty good team,” Park said. 

The professors are assisted by six 
undergraduates and two graduate stu- 
dents. Park said the professors 
emphasized in their grant application 
that students would be assisting with 
the project. 

Michael Gage, 23, from Fresno, 
Calif., is an undergraduate student 
who is participating with the research. 
“The grant is good because we can 
‘work full speed on the project now,” 
‘he'said. 

Gage spends about six hours in the 
lab every day. His responsibilities 
include measuring and comparing pig 
DNA for fat content and locating 
genetic markers that correspond with 
back fat. 

“It’s interesting because this is a 
new procedure. It’s the cutting edge 
of genetic research,” he said.

LDS girls lack Boy Scout equivalent

Announcements for Boy Scout 
meetings are made during services for 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, but no mention is made of 
any national organizations for girls. 

Instead, LDS girls attend activities 
and programs created and run by their 
Church. Brigham Young created the 
Young Ladies Retrenchment Society 
in 1879, and a program for young 
men soon followed. 

In 1911, the LDS Church sanctioned 
the Boy Scouts of America program 
and integrated the teachings for its 
youth. 

“The Church was looking into ways 
to help the youth,” said Bruce A. 
VanOrden, Church history professor.

BYU student Tricia Nickell has 
spent the past 6 1/2 months at Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory in 
Tennessee conducting full-time 
research. 

Nickell, who has been researching 
damage to DNA from environmental 
stressors, opted to spend winter 
semester and spring and summer 
terms at one of seven national labora- 
tories as a participant in the U.S. 
Department of Energy’s Science and 
Engineering Research. 

Nickell decided to pursue the pro- 
gram because “of the hands-on 
research, the pay and the experience 
of working in a national lab,” she 
said. 

A considerable part of Nickell’s 
research focused on examining mos- 
quito fish in the Tennessee habitat. 

“They are minnows sensitive to

chemicals or ultra-violet damage,” she 
said. “We look at the different effects 
of chemicals on their DNA.” 

She said once the DNA character is 
exposed, they can see the areas that 
occur most often in conjunction with 
the environmental strains. Nickell said 
her research is valuable because it 
will enable them to better protect ani- 
mals. 

Nickell also went to Alaska in April 
to study sea urchins and the damage 
done to them by ultra-violet rays. 

“Tt’s unusual for researchers to go to 
Alaska,” she said. “I was excited to do 
that.” 

Nickell spends 40 hours a week 
doing research. Mornings are spent 
preparing DNA and doing procedures 
in the lab, and afternoons are spent 
out in the field. Her research agenda 
is outlined by supervisors, and she 
works closely with them. But Nickell 
said it’s up to her how and when her 
tasks are accomplished. 


At the same time, Church leaders 
considered putting similar efforts into 
a national organization for girls.

“They have a young women’s pro- 
gram, but the young men have the 
Boy Scout Program — at least that is 
how it is in Ohio. It just equals out,” 
said Debi Morgan, 25, a senior from 
Zanesville, Ohio, majoring in zoolo- 
gy. 


Zoology student researches minnow DNA 


According to Paul Evans, Nickell’s 
former zoology professor, Tricia 
won't have problems getting things 
accomplished. 

“She has self-initiative,” he said. 
“She doesn’t have to be spoon-fed. 
She takes an effort before coming to 
class.” 

Mosquito fish and sea urchins aren’t 
the only things consuming Nickell’s 
time and attention during her stay in 
Tennessee. She also met her fiance, 
John Elbo, who is studying robotics, 
at the lab, and they plan to be married 
in May of 1996. 

Nickell will return to BYU in the 
fall and hopes to pursue her doctorate 
degree in environmental toxology and 
then teach at a university and conduct 
research. 

“Coming here made me realize this 
is what I want to do,” she said, refer- 
ring to full-time research. “The expe- 
rience will help me get into graduate 
school.”
